Just as a maid of 
all work makes up a sleeping bed af­ 
ter it has been wallowed and tumbled 
over, so a lot of the once good roads 
of the county have to be “made up" 
again. The way they are doing is, for 
the plows to be run through the old 
road, or the “new” road, as the case 
may be. 
After the soil is thus bro­ 
ken up, and left slightly higher in the 
“middle of the road," than along the 
Bides, great heavy iron rollers are 
steam driven along the newly plowed 
W id way, which is generally about 
nine to ten feet wide (that is the mac­ 
a d a m part). 
When the soft plowed 
ground is pressed down below the sur­ 
f a c e —deep enough for this canal, (or 
“subgrade” as Mr. Bingham calls it) 
to hold all the 
rock, 
“filler" 
fine 
atone, asphalt gravel and sand that 
is placed layer kfter layer. 
Only after this subgrade is consid­ 
ered hard enough are the first 
or 
larger stones dumped into pTace out 
of wagons drawn by four mules or 
horses from wagon beds

long—width unknown. 
These large 
Btohes are rolled over by the steam 
roller, and then a “filler" or “binder" 
of earth is added, so as to make sure 
the hot liquid asphalt to come later 
does not run through and become lost.

some roads and 5 inches on others— 
and it is considered as great a crime 
to pub down too much prim ary rock 
as Lt is too little. 
Because some roadways, although 
they need rebuilding, have consider­ 
able prim ary rock already imbedded 
beneath their surfaces, not so much 
of the large ne*w stone is necessary, 
before going ahead with the 
Fine 
stone and the asphalt layers. 
It is 
said by Mr. Bingham, th a t a certain 
son of Adam, called Mk’Adam who 
lived in Scotland some hundred:; of 
years ago invented the present rock 
road that bears his name—“Mcadam”. 
Mr. Bingham speaking, “Lt is said 
the streets of a certain city became 
too rank with odors, to suit a cer­ 
tain King, and caused him to either 
quit eating or close the street window 
while he ate.
